Millwall by scoring his fourth Championship 
hat-trick of the season. 

No Saints striker had ever achieved that 
feat before. 

Lambert now has 85 goals in 151 Saints 
games, and has rocketed into the top ten in 
the list of top all-time club post-war goalscor- 
ers. 

Phenomenal, really, given that he hasn’t 
even been a Saints player for three years yet. 

In the process of completing his latest treble 
at Millwall, Lambert reached the 200 goals 
milestone in domestic English league and 
cup football. 

Considering he only celebrated his 30th 
birthday last month, who would bet against 
him going on to pass the 300-goal mark? 

That is a record only a handful of players in 
recent history have managed - the likes of ex- 
Saint Alan Shearer (pictured above), Teddy 
Sheringham and Steve Bull. 

And all those three played for England! 

The current top scorer in English domestic 
football is another former Saints striker, 
Kevin Phillips. 

Now at Blackpool, he had 273 domestic 
goals - but is eight years older than Lambert. 

The Saints talisman has a proud injury and

Usually because they can’t 
afford it, and if anyone is rated in 
the £lm bracket you would 
expect them to sign for a 
Championship club as a mini¬ 
mum. 

But for whatever reason, no 
club in the top two divisions 
would pay Bristol Rovers’ asking 
price for Lambert. 

Huddersfield were keen to sign 
him during the January 2009 
transfer window, but were 
rumoured to be put off by the 
£lm fee for a player who would 
be 30 in just over three years’ 
time. 

Oh, the benefit of hindsight is a 
wonderful thing! 

Bolton Wanderers and West 
Bromwich Albion had been 
linked with Lambert, but noth¬ 
ing came of the speculation. 

As a result, he joined Saints, 
who at the time were in the same 
division as the Gas. 

Though Rovers had been near¬ 
er the play offs than the relega¬ 
tion zone the previous season, 
and despite Saints starting the 
2009/10 season 10 points adrift of 
their fellow League 1 clubs, 
Lambert knew swapping the 
Memorial Stadium for St Mary’s 
was the proverbial no-brainer. 

Forget the increase in wages, 
though Lambert’s salary - 
already the best in Rovers’ histo¬ 
ry apparently - was more than 
doubled overnight. 

He wanted to play 
Championship football, and he 
knew Saints provided a quicker 
route to it than Rovers. 

Lambert has been proved right, 
as everyone who lived in the real 
world knew he would. 

His goal record this season 
might have surprised some, but 
Lambert was always confident in 
his ability to play in the second 
tier 

“My ambition is to play in the 
Championship,” he said back in 
May 2009 after hitting 29 League 
1 goals for Bristol Rovers. 

“It needs someone to take a

gamble on me, but I believe I can 
do it and I believe I can score 
goals there.”

There might have been some 
Saints fans doubtful as to 
whether a player who had never 
appeared outside the bottom two 
divisions could be worth £lm. 

Such question marks weren’t 
hanging over Lambert for long, 
though. 

A day after signing, he made 
his debut in a Carling Cup tie at 
St Mary’s against Northampton. 

Within half an hour, he had 
gone a little way towards paying 
off his transfer fee with the first 
goal in an eventual 2-0 victory 
for Alan Pardew’s side. 


Lest we forget, these were still 
rebuilding days at Saints. 

From the side that defeated the 
Cobblers that night, only Kelvin 
Davis, Adam Lallana and 
Morgan Schneiderlin remain 
regulars alongside Lambert. 

Others, like Matt Paterson, 
Jake Thomson, Ollie Lancashire 
and Lloyd James, have been left 
behind by Saints’ remarkable 
pheonix-like rise from the ashes 
of administration. 

Thomson is now in non league 
football, James is on loan from 
Colchester at League 2 club 
Crawley, Lancashire is attempt¬ 
ing to avoid a third relegation in 
four seasons at Walsall - in the 
other season he only avoided 
going down on the last day! - 
while Paterson can’t even get in 
the Southend team these days. 

The youngster who partnered 
Lambert up front in the latter’s 


debut game has spent time this 
season on loan to Hamilton 
Academicals and Forest Green 
Rovers. 

(His time at Forest Green was 
short, and miserable - Paterson 
was sent off within 12 minutes of 
coming on as a sub on his debut. 
He never played for the 
Conference club again before 
returning to Roots Hall). 

A few days after the 
Northampton win, Lambert 
scored on his Saints league debut 
- in a 3-1 loss at the club who 
might have signed him, 
Huddersfield. 

There could already have been 
few doubters left after less than a 
week as a Saints player. 

Worth seven figures? 

Rickie Lambert is, given the 
impact he has had at St Mary’s, 
simply the best £lm player in 
Saints’ entire history.

IF you think Rickie Lambert’s recent 
goals record is simply amazing, then 
consider the facts and figures which 
surround the genius which is Lionel 
Messi. 

Lambert struck his fourth hat-trick 
of the English second tier season at 
Millwall last weekend. 

As a result, he took his goals tally 
for 2011/12 to 28 in games. 

On Tuesday, Messi struck three 
goals as Barcelona beat Grenada 5-3 
in the Spanish Primera Liga. 

That was, unbelievably, his EIGHTH 
hat-trick of the season. 

And it took his Barca goals tally for 
the term to a mind-boggling 54 in just 
41 appearances. 

In 27 league outings, he has belted 
34 goals. 

He has already equalled his club 
haul in 2010/11, which were scored in 
51 games. 

There were ‘only’ four hat-tricks 
last term. 

Over 100 goals in less 
than two seasons for a 
club playing in the top 
flight of a major 
European league and 
also competing 
against the best the 
continent has to offer 
in the Champions 
League! 

Messi’s midweek haul 
took his Barca goal tally to 
234, a new record for the 
Catalan giants. 

And he is only 24 years old. 

Barcelona defender Gerard Pique 
has described Messi, pictured above, 
as “the best player in the history of 
the sport” after the Argentinian’s Nou 
Camp treble on Tuesday. 

Messi equalled the mark of 232 offi¬ 
cial goals set by Cesar Rodriguez 
during the 1940s and 50s when he 
slotted home Isaac Cuenca's cross in 
the 17th minute, and then secured the 
record outright in the 68th minute 
when he lobbed the ball over goal¬ 
keeper Julio Cesar. 

The 24-year-old completed his hat- 
trick - his third in his last seven 
matches, including a five-goal 
Champions League haul against 
Leverkusen (the first ever five-goal 
haul in the CL) and four against 
Valencia in a league game - in the 
86th minute. 

The three-time FIFA World Player of 
the Year has no equal in football, 
according to Pique. “It's a pleasure to 
be in the same generation as him, I 
believe he's the best player in the his¬ 
tory of the sport. 

“I’ve been lucky enough to be on 
the same team as him, I consider 
myself privileged. 

“It doesn’t matter where he plays, if 
it’s cold or hot, he always proves that 
he’s the best.” 

Barca goalkeeper Victor Valdes 
echoed Pique’s sentiments, saying: 
“Messi will mark an era. He’ll be the 
best ever.” 

Isaac Cuenca added: “Messi is 
amazing, he’s the best in the world 
and he proves it on a daily basis. For 
me, he’s the best ever. 

“It will take years to see someone 
else do something similar to what 
Messi does.” 

Messi has now scored 17 goals in 
his last 11 league and cup matches, 
and in the Champions League alone 
this season has 12 goals from just 
seven outings.

AMAZINGLY, Rickie Lambert is 
already one of the top 11 post-war 
Saints strikers in terms of goals 
scored.

Channon, above right, and Matt 
Le Tissier, below right, with 
228 and 209 goals respec¬ 
tively. 

Terry Paine is third 
with 187 goals followed 
by George O’Brien 
(180), Derek Reeves 
(173), Eric Day (158), 

Ron Davies (153), 

Martin Chivers (106) 
and Tommy Mulgrew 
( 100 ). 

Lambert will therefore be 
joining a fairly exclusive list as and 
when he reaches three figures for 
Saints. 

Of the 20 men who have scored more 


than 50 league and cup goals for the 
club, Lambert has the fourth best goals 
per game record. 

Charlie Wayman boasts the best, as 
our statistics on the right hand side of 
this page testify. 

With 77 goals in just 107 outings, his 
goal per game ratio is a marvellous 0.71. 
After that comes Davies (0.66 games 
per goal) and O’Brien (0.64 games 
per goal). 

Lambert is next with 0.56 
games per Saints goal. 

Of the top four, Davies 
stands out as he is the only 
one of the quartet to have 
scored all his Saints goals 
while the club were in the 
top flight. 

As our stats on the left hand 
page show, meanwhile, 
Lambert is also fast rising up the 
list of post-war Saints hat-tricks. 
His triple at Millwall was the fifth of 
his still relatively short Saints career. 
Only O’Brien, Derek Reeves, 

Le Tissier, Davies and 
Channon have scored k 
more, while ex- 
England striker 
Martin Chivers 
also netted five 
hat-tricks. 

O’Brien is 
leading the 
way with 10 
hauls of three 
or more goals. /

SECOND-HALF strikes from Gary 
McSheffrey and Oliver Norwood helped 
Coventry boost their survival hopes with a 
2-0 victory over fellow smugglers 
Portsmouth at the Ricoh Arena. 

Winger McSheffrey netted his eighth 
goal of the season ten minutes after half¬ 
time and, after a spell of pressure from 
Pompey, midfielder Oliver Norwood made 
the three points safe against the run of 
play 14 minutes from the end. 

The result sees Andy Thorn’s side end a 
run of four consecutive draws and, 
despite staying in the relegation zone, 
move to within a point of Bristol City, who 
held Middlesbrough to a 1-1 draw today. 

However, things look bleak for 
Portsmouth, whose best chance came via 
Chris Maguire, but his free-kick crashed 
against the post. 

Michael Appleton’s side failed to build 
on their impressive midweek defeat of 
promotion contenders Birmingham and 
stay bottom, six points adrift of safety. 

A frantic start to the game saw both 
goalkeepers tested as Sammy Clingan 
fired in a free-kick that needed a strong 
parry to safety from Jamie Ashdown and 
Chris Maguire’s 20-yard strike tested Joe 
Murphy. 

Maguire had another shot saved by 
Murphy while, at the other end, Clive Platt 
headed straight at Ashdown, who then 
produced a superb save to deny the strik¬ 
er following good play by defender 
Richard Keogh as Coventry started to 
take control. 

Portsmouth could have taken the lead, 
but Luke Varney headed Greg Halford’s 
cross over the top from close range. 

Six minutes before half-time, experi¬ 
enced defender Tal Ben-Haim tried his 
luck from distance, only to see his shot fly 
over the crossbar and Varney also fluffed 
his lines once again. 

Portsmouth continued where they left 
off in the first half, Murphy having to be 
alert to keep out Joel Ward's 20-yard 
strike. 

Boss Thorn replaced Conor Thomas 
with Gael Bigirimana at half-time and his 
side showed more urgency as Keogh 
headed on to the roof of the net from 
another teasing Clingan set-piece. 

Left-back Hussey, recalled to the side at 
the expense of Nathan Cameron, tested 
Ashdown while Norwood, who netted a 
stoppage-time equaliser on Tuesday to 
salvage a 2-2 draw with Cardiff, fired 
wide. 

But Coventry soon broke the deadlock 
as Hussey’s scuffed shot from distance 
fell at the feet of McSheffrey, who side¬ 
footed into the net from 12 yards. 

Portsmouth tried to respond as Maguire 
brought another save from Murphy, but 
Clingan almost doubled his side's advan¬ 
tage with a free-kick that was well parried 
by Ashdown. 

The visitors enjoyed a spell of posses¬ 
sion that almost brought a goal, but 
Maguire's 20-yard free-kick crashed off 
the post and, after some dogged defend¬ 
ing, the ball was cleared. 

McSheffrey tried to net his and 
Coventry’s second, firing over from dis¬ 
tance, before Norwood found the top cor¬ 
ner from six yards in the 77th minute to 
make the game safe.

Lambert has some way to go 


RICKIE Lambert’s goalscor¬ 
ing feats in recent years have 
made him the Football 
League’s most amazing phe¬ 
nomena of the last four 
decades. 

Lambert’s triple at Millwall 
last weekend saw his career 
domestic goals tally hit 201. 

Of those, a staggering 115 
have come in the last three 
and a half seasons! 


Only two other strikers can 
lay claim to such consistent 
scoring feats over three suc¬ 
cessive seasons or more since 
the mid 1960s. 

One of them is a former Dell 
striker, Ted MacDougall. 

He blitzed 119 goals in just 
three seasons playing for 
Bournemouth in the late 60s 
and early 70s. 

In 1971/72 he belted 49 


league and cup goals, and was 
just two short of equalling 
that total the following term. 

But even Super Ted can’t 
beat the incredible scoring 
feats of Wolves legend Steve 
Bull. 

In 1987/88, Bull’s first sea¬ 
son with the club, he belted 52 
league and cup goals during a 
term in which Wolves won 
the old Fourth Division title 


and also the Sherpa Van 
Trophy at Wembley. 

The following season, in the 
old Third Division, Bull net¬ 
ted another 50 goals - 37 of 
which came in the league. 

To score a half-century of 
goals two years running is a 
feat which has never been 
equalled since, and probably 
never will. 

The goals also won Bull a 
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to match Bull’s Wolves tally 


senior England call-up - this 
when he was playing in 
what is now League 1, 
remember. 

Even more memorably, he 
proceded to score on his 
England debut in a 2-0 victo¬ 
ry against Scotland at 
Hampden Park in May,1989. 

In 1989/90, Bull’s first full 
season in the second tier, he 
scored 27 more goals, and 


repeated that amount the 
season after. 

That made it 156 goals in 
just four seasons. 

For Lambert to equal that, 
he will need to score 41 more 
goals in Saints’ last eight 
league games, starting this 
weekend against Doncaster. 

That gives an indication of 
just how prolific the amaz¬ 
ing Steve Bull was.

IN amongst all the rights and wrongs of 
the budget it has somewhat slipped 
under the radar that there was a signifi¬ 
cant boost for sport. 

The taxation rules that were putting 
many of the world’s top stars off from 
competing over here anymore than 
absolutely necessary are to be altered. 
Rafa Nadal, pictured, opted not to play at 
Queen’s this year because of the regime, 
which penalised him not only for prize 
money but also for his sponsorship cash. 
The new rules will take into account 
training days which will 
lessen the impact. 

You might argue that 
he is wealthy and can 
afford it, but, like the 
argument made for 
reducing the top rate 
of tax, if the business 
merely goes else¬ 
where, if these excep¬ 
tionally rich people simply 
find a way not to pay what they view as 
an extortionate tax hit, then it is of limit¬ 
ed benefit to the country anyway. 

Sport brings in many financial benefits to 
the country, and having the very high 
profile stars competing on these shores 
can only be a good thing for the country. 
The tax payer shouldn’t have to sub¬ 
sidise that, but if the Exchequer makes a 
slightly less substantial sum from it ini¬ 
tially but the number of events and high 
profile participants increases then it will 
prove more lucrative anyway in the long 
run. 


PRESSURE and expectation 
is a weird beast in the 
world of sport. 

It can do things to you that 
you never thought possible, can 
turn you into something other 
than what you think you are. 

Some might argue it reveals 
the real person behind the 
sports kit, stripped of all 
facades and ego in the very 
whitest heat of battle. 

Others will say that the 
chemical reaction that forces 
you to feel pressure inhibits 
you from being who and what 
you naturally are. 

Either way it has quite 
unpredictable consequences. 

Nowhere has it been more 
starkly displayed than in the 
race for automatic promotion 
from the Championship. 

Contenders have come and 
gone to leave just three - 
Saints, Reading and West 
Ham. 

They are all carrying the bur¬ 
den of pressure but it’s the 
Hammers who are buckling. 

Managing expectations is 
almost as important as manag¬ 
ing the team for a football 
manager but sometimes 
there is no disguising 
what your club is. 

In West Ham’s case 
it’s one that feels that it 
is too big to be in the 
Championship, that 
has the budget and 
ambitions of a top flight 
side and expects to return 
to that level immediately. 

When only promotion will do, 
and automatic at that, there is 
very little room for error. 


It is surely no coincidence 
that Sam Allardyce’s (pictured 
below) Hammers have been 
struggling at home whilst 
proving a superbly consistent 
side on the road. 

That weight of expectation is 
on them, and the pressure only 
grows every time you fail to 
secure the win your home fans 
crave. 

Right now it looks 
like that might 
just derail their 
hopes. 

As West Ham 
start to fade, 

Reading 
and Saints 
are deal¬ 
ing with 
their 
own 
pres¬ 
sures.

Adkins is undoubtedly under 
pressure himself from within 
the club to get Saints up this 
season but the general expec¬ 
tations of the city have not 
been as high as those that sur¬ 
round West Ham. 

Saints didn’t come into the 
Championship on the back of a 
relegation, but instead a pro¬ 
motion, and that makes all 
the difference. 

They don’t have to 
contend with the 
expectation to 

bounce back imme¬ 
diately and instead 
are riding the crest 
of a wave, their fans 
having revelled in 
almost three sea¬ 
sons now where 
they have become 
accustomed to 
seeing their 
side win most 
weeks. 


Adkins isn’t really having to 
manage the expectations of the 
fans - he’s having to keep the 
players grounded, to ensure 
that they don’t wobble if they 
start to feel the pressure. 

You think it is inevitable they 
will feel it when the finishing 
line is clearly in sight, but as to 
whether it merely makes their 
legs shake a bit or puts them 
down will probably be depen¬ 
dant on the level of pressure 
that Reading and West Ham 
put them under. 

Reading are in a different sit¬ 
uation again. 

Only a few months ago many 
of their fans were writing off 
their hopes of even a play-off 
place but an extraordinary 
winning run has put them 
right in the mix. 

They stumbled in midweek, 
as they had to at some point, 
and the challenge now for 
them with the momentum hav¬ 
ing gone with their defeat at 
Peterborough is to readjust. 

Can they barrel through it 
and continue as they were, 
with that mindset of being the 
plucky underdogs coming 
from nowhere to steal promo¬ 
tion? 

Or will they now see them¬ 
selves as real contenders for 
the top two and then have the 
I pressure and expectation that 
1 that places upon your shoul¬ 
ders? 

They say you shouldn’t 
speak too soon but given the 
chance to be in anyone’s 
shoes you would opt for 
Saints all day long. Maybe 
that will prove the differ¬ 
ence. 


As if it’s not tough enough trying to com¬ 
pete at the very top level there is also an 
expectation placed upon them surround¬ 
ing their appearance. 

It struck Adam Rant once more that this 
was the case when listening to the post¬ 
match analysis of tennis star Victoria 
Azarenka, pictured - her of the extraordi¬ 
narily high pitched grunt - as 
she mopped up an Indian 
Wells title to keep her 
unbeaten for the year 
and on course to ‘do 
a Djokovic’. 

The focus for a rea¬ 
sonable part of the 
discussion was over 
what she wore for the 
final, dressing as she did 
for the cool conditions on the day by 
wearing three-quarter length sports leg¬ 
gings under her kit. 

All right, it was perhaps an unusual look 
for a final, but she was out there to win 
and was not on a catwalk. 


It would be wrong to pretend that 
nobody talks about the looks of male 
sports stars, unfortunately we live in a 
world that is increasingly superficial, but 
there isn’t the same pressure on them 
that women seem to have to carry.

There are certain occasions in a season 
that are defining.

Crunch time for the 

top flight's big guns 


AS SO many commentators 
have mentioned, it is squeaky 
bum time for managers and 
their clubs as the various 
leagues in England reach the 
point where a marathon 
becomes a sprint. 

This is the time of the season 
when all the various clubs’ hard 
work and planning either disap¬ 
pears or they go on and achieve 
their just rewards. 

Manchester United, under Sir 
Alex Ferguson, have shown 
remarkable fortitude in coming 
from off the pace to topple 
Manchester City from top spot. 

Their 5-0 thrashing of Wolves not 
only garnered three precious 
points, but also ate into their rivals’ 
goal difference. 

It has been a funny old season for 
United. 

Bundled out of the Champions 
League, then failing to make 
inroads in the Europa League, 
where they were knocked out by 
Spanish club Athletic Bilbao, had 
us all scratching our heads regard¬ 
ing the consistency of their perfor¬ 
mances this season. 

But Ferguson is determined to 
silence United’s noisy neighbours 
and, although on paper they have 
the easier run-in, Manchester City 
showed great resilience in coming 
back from a 1-0 deficit against an 
improved Chelsea to win 2-1 on 
Wednesday. 

It was a sight for sore eyes and 
hearts when Roberto Mancini 
brought Carlos Tevez in from the 
cold as a second half substitute. 

For some of the City faithful it was 
too much, and boos rang out round 
the City of Manchester Stadium at 
the Argentine’s introduction. 

Many are still angered by his self- 


imposed six-month exile from the 
club, following his refusal to warm 
up during a Champions League 
match. 

But the fact he made the most sub¬ 
tle of passes to set up Samir Nasri’s 
winning goal in midweek will go a 
long way to placating certain sup¬ 
porters. 

The three points moved City clos¬ 
er to United and created a 20th con¬ 
secutive home league win - a record 
in the Premier League era, and 
something only managed for the 
fourth time in the history of the top 
flight. 

For Chelsea, their recovery is still 
there for all to see. 

Roberto Di Matteo, the club’s 
interim manager, has reinvigorated 
his players, preferring to start with 
Fernando Torres, whose two goals 
in the FA Cup against Leicester 
broke a long barren spell for the 
striker. 

Torres had gone five months with¬ 
out a goal since finding the back of 
the net against Genk in October. 

In fact, his second against 
Leicester was just his seventh goal 
in 13 months at the club. 

But his confidence will hopefully 
have been boosted now and he can 
perhaps eradicate the tag of being a 
£50m flop. 

Chelsea had stunned City by tak¬ 
ing the lead after Gary Cahill’s shot 
deflected past Joe Hart. 

But City were not to be denied, as 
Sergio Aguero’s penalty and 
Nasri’s clever finish saw them 
home. 

It is so tight at the top that 
Ferguson believes the title could 
well hang on goal difference. 

I prefer to believe that April 30 
will be the defining moment, when 
United travel to City in what many 
believe will be the crucial 
encounter.

But then, into the 
1980s, it was Maradona 
who became all the 
rage. 

What I do believe is in 
my past, and during my 
time playing, there 
were more outstanding 
players than there are 
today. 

But there is one man, 
the little Argentinian 
Lionel 



very 
best. 

He has 
rewrit¬ 
ten the history books, 
with his brilliant hat- 
trick against Granada in 
midweek taking his goal 
tally for Barcelona to 
234, overtaking the 
club’s previous record 
holder, Cesar 
Rodriguez, who had a 
prolific spell with the 
Catalan giants in the 
1940s and 50s. 
Incredibly, Messi is still 
only 24-years-old. 

It feels like only yester¬ 
day that his time at the 
club began. 

Actually, it was in 
October 2004 that he 
first burst onto the 
scene. Since then, he 
has scored 153 goals in 
La Liga, 49 in the 
Champions League, 19 
in the Copa del Rey, 
eight in the Spanish 
Super Cup, one in the 
European Super Cup 
and four in the Club 
World Cup. 

And perhaps the best is 
still yet to come. 
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Rudi sets 
sights on 
cup final 

RUDI Skacel hopes for a 
repeat success in the William 
Hill Scottish Cup with Hearts 
after helping the Edinburgh 
side set up a semi-final with 
holders Celtic. 

The former Saints star scored 
his 10th goal against St 
Mirren in six games since his 
return to Hearts in this 
week’s 2-0 quarter-final 
replay win in Paisley to make 
certain of their progression to 
the April 15 clash with Celtic. 
The 2006 Scottish Cup win at 
Hampden was Skacel’s final 
appearance before he moved 
to Saints and he is aiming to 
repeat the victory in his sec¬ 
ond spell at Tynecastle. 

“Last time we won the cup, it 
was an amazing memory and I 
want to do it again,” Skacel 
said. 

“Our supporters were amaz¬ 
ing and I always remember it. 
“It was incredible, it was like 
we won the World Cup and 
that is great motivation. 

“The 

semi-final 
is 50-50, 
some 
might say 
we can’t 
win but 
we have a 
big moti¬ 
vation, 
half the 
stadium 
and it's 
only 90 
minutes. 

“Anything 
can hap¬ 
pen.” 

Skacel scored a hat-trick in a 
5-2 defeat of St Mirren in 
January, another strike in the 
2-2 quarter-final draw before 
finding the target again four 
minutes from time in the 
replay. 

“I was a bit lucky against St 
Mirren in the last few years,” 
the Czech midfielder added.“I 
said to (St Mirren manager) 
Danny Lennon it was our last 
game against them for this 
season so he is safe for now.” 
Skacel, pictured above, made 
his name in Britain during his 
first spell at Hearts under 
George Burley in 2005/06. 
Burley then persuaded the 
Michael Wilde regime to 
splash out £1.6m to bring him 
to St Mary’s in July 2006. 
Much was expected of the 
player, but he only scored five 
goals in 81 Championship 
appearances before leaving 
three years later. 

Since returning to Hearts last 
season, after a short spell 
with Greek club Larissa, 
Skacel has rediscovered his 
goal touch - scoring 21 
Scottish Premier goals in only 
52 outings! 




MARK Wotte is a man 
who has found many of 
his recent projects cut 
short - so when he says 
judge him in 2020 he 
probably deserves the 
breathing space. 

The 51-year-old former 
Saints boss is loving life 
north of the border after 
being appointed the Scottish 
FA’s first ever performance 
director in July of last year. 

His brief is wide ranging, 
but ultimately boils down to 
ensuring the next genera¬ 
tion of Scottish footballers is 
considerably better than the 
ones of recent years. 

They have produced a 
mediocre top flight and a 
national team that can’t 
qualify for major tourna¬ 
ments. 

To its credit, Scottish foot¬ 
ball in general - from the 
clubs, to the media, to the 
fans - had recognised it was 
in something of a crisis 
before even the financial 
meltdown at Rangers. 

And they acknowledged 
the need to challenge the 
perceived wisdom that has 
helped them to their current 
state and try something 
more radical. 

And that’s where Wotte 
comes in - and another old 
hand from his Saints days, 
Dean Gorre, who has been 
recruited to help out. 

“Success is 2020,” he said. 

“We are starting the per¬ 
formance school with 12- 
year-olds. They will be 18 in 
2020. 

“You cannot sign up, you 
need to be selected, it is for 
elite players in the seven 
regions. 

“The academies in 
Scotland will develop them 
still but it means we are able 
to give young talented play¬ 
ers eight or nine training 
sessions a week which is 
very important and needed 
to develop basic skills. 

“I hope in 2020 a lot of these 
kids will be playing profes¬ 
sional football and knocking 
on the door of the national 
team. 

“A new year of the scheme 
starts every year with a new 
intake of players so a new 
generation of young Scottish 
players will emerge as we 
try to catch up with the 
demands of modern foot¬ 
ball.” 

It’s just one of the ideas 
that Wotte has put in place 
since moving north. 

He is living in Paisley, near 
Glasgow airport so he can 
easily travel to matches and 
head back to Holland to see 
his family, and about 15 min¬ 
utes by car from the national

stadium, Hampden Park. 

“It’s a different life to being 
a manager where all that 
matters is if you are winning 
or not - even when you work 
twice as hard during the 
week as a manager if you 
don’t win then you’re not 
appreciated,” he reflected. 

Wotte has had a bit of a 
rough time of it in the last 
few years. 

His stature amongst Saints 
fans grew for the dignified 
way he stuck by the club 
during its financial troubles, 
but he was rewarded with 
the sack shortly after the 
takeover. 

He took a job out in 


Romania which turned out 
to be a nightmare and then 
went to Egypt where he was 
doing well until the Arab 
spring. 

“I’m more or less a director 
of football without the hassle 
of signing players or dealing 
with agents,” he reported. 

“Scouting, medical and 
budget - and it’s all very 
interesting after my last 
three clubs. 

“Firstly of those I was with 
Southampton and I don’t 
think I could be blamed but 
had to move on. 

“Then I was in Romania 
which was a terrible experi¬ 
ence and then Egypt. 


“I was doing well there and 
enjoying it, we were chal¬ 
lenging for the title but then 
the revolution broke out and 
they stopped the league so 
that was also not a happy 
ending. 

“But now I am settled for a 
couple of years in Scotland 
to raise the level and then 
maybe look at going back 
into management or a direc¬ 
tor of football role. 

“For the time being I’m 
very happy and I’m enjoying 
it.” 

Being interviewed for the 
job, and up against some 
impressive names which he 
says includes one with a cur¬ 


rent Saints connection, was 
something of a moment of 
realisation for Wotte as he 
discovered he could use his 
years of experience in foot¬ 
ball. 

“At first I was not avail¬ 
able for the job because the 
first time they approached 
me I was number two in the 
league with my club in 
Egypt and had to say it was 
not for me -1 liked it but was 
still attached. 

“But two months later 
everything changed when 
they stopped the league. 

“I got a phone call again 
and met Craig Levein 
(Scotland manager), Stewart 
Regan (SFA chief executive) 
and the chairman of the SFA 
and we had a great chat and 
I realised everything I’ve 
done in football for the last 
25 years could be used in this 
job. 

“I taught physical educa¬ 
tion at Den Haag, started 
academies, coached the 
Dutch under-21s and under- 
19s and put in place a master 
plan for Dutch football that 
ten years later saw the team 
get to the World Cup final. 

“After the meeting they 
wanted to negotiate and I 
agreed a contract which is 
evaluated in 2014. 

“The funding for my pro-

ject is guaranteed until 2015 
which is very important 
because you can have a lot of 
good ideas and things to 
improve but if you don’t have 
a budget then it can be a frus¬ 
trating job but fortunately 
the SFA are being very sup¬ 
portive.” 

Wotte has put in place 
youth coaches he trusts with 
Billy Stark working with the 
under-21s, Ricky Sbragia the 


under-19s, former Saints 
coach Gorre the under-17s 
and Scott Booth, who played 
under Wotte, working with 
the under-16s. 

Though he doesn’t get 
directly involved with the 
national team - aside from 
trying to find players in 
England who might be eligi¬ 
ble for Levein - he does have 
an overseeing role with the 
younger teams. 


He has already introduced 
training camps and friend¬ 
lies for them rather than just 
playing in qualifying tourna¬ 
ments. 

“I want to improve the 
basic skills of football players 
in Scotland because the level 
from what I’ve seen is not 
good enough, which shows in 
the Scottish Premier League 
and the national team,” said 
Wotte. 


“We are trying to change 
the philosophy and to change 
the system to pass the ball 
more than they’re used to. 

“All this is my basic job and 
all the teams when they play 
games abroad I will travel 
with them and sit with the 
managers and coaches and 
give feedback and be a 
sounding board for them.” 

You might imagine that 
Wotte would have come up 


against some resistance from 
a nation not known for wel¬ 
coming foreign interference 
in their domestic matters. 

“No,” replied Wotte, 
“because in August Celtic, 
Rangers and Hearts were all 
out of European competition 
and in September the nation¬ 
al team didn’t qualify for the 
European Championships, 
even if they were unlucky in 
the game against the Czech 
Republic. 

“Everybody agrees we 
have to change something to 
go up rather than down the 
hill. 

“I’ve also started building 
bridges between the clubs 
and the SFA which is impor¬ 
tant. 

“Of course there is some 
resistance because in any 
country people are afraid to 
make changes, but the 
majority of people in 
Scotland know they have to 
change to get better and 
improve. 

“Craig Levein has been 
very supportive for my 
appointment and a driving 
force behind a lot of the 
things which is great for me 
because we have a very good 
link between the national 
team and the under-21s and 
under-19s. 

“Co-operation is good.” 

Wotte still keeps a look out 
for Saints’ results and is hop¬ 
ing to see them back in the 
Premier League. 

He still has a lot of affection 
for the club, its supporters 
and his former players. 

“I’m very happy for the 
people, for the fans, who are 
going to see their club back 
in the Premier League if they 
finish the last period of the 
season like they have played 
the first ten months,” he 
said. 

“It’s also nice to see some of 
my old players like Kelvin 
Davis, Adam Lallana and 
Morgan Schneiderlin doing 
so well.” 


Boaz: We 
must win 
at Cardiff 

BIRMINGHAM goalkeeper 
Boaz Myhill is focused solely 
on a Blues victory against 
Cardiff tomorrow as they look 
to re-ignite their push for 
promotion from the npower 
Championship. 

Blues had appeared to be a 
contender for an automatic 
spot after an 11-game 
unbeaten league run which 
was brought to an end by 
Nottingham Forest in late 
February. 

Since then, Chris Houghton’s 
side have won just once in 
five games to slip out of the 
play-off places and ahead of 
tomorrow's opponents only 
on goal difference. 

By the time the teams meet 
at St Andrew’s tomorrow, 
they could find themselves 
further adrift of the top six 
but Myhill is only concerned 
about claiming three points. 
He said: “You want to play in 
games that are crucial and 
this is what they are at this 
stage of the season - that’s 
great, it’s what you live for as 
a player. 

“Other teams’ results will

MEMORIES of the 1970s will be 
rekindled when a group of 
south coast based Manchester 
United fans make a 40th 
anniversary trip to Old Trafford 
next month.

That was after some fans started 
talking on a Saints supporters 
coach en route to Old Trafford for a 
game in the old First Division. 

From that unlikely beginning, 
branch secretary Mickey Thomas 
organised coach or minibus trips to 
most games in England and to some 
abroad. 

“We did on average about 24,000 
miles a season,” recalled Thomas. 
“Some trips to London only cost 
around £2 and trips to Old Trafford 
cost around £3. 

“We had members coming from 
Weymouth and Sussex and taking 
two days off work to see the likes of 
Macari, Mcllroy and Buchan. 

“This was at a time when there 
was no sign of league medals or 
European Cups. 

“There was only the occasional 
FA Cup and third or sixth place in 
the old First Division to cherish and 
whet the appetite. 

Wonderful days 

“Six am starts and midnight 
returns were the norm, but by God 
they were wonderful days and 
nights. 

“With this in mind, and before our 
Zimmer frames wear out, we are 
planning a reunion for the early 
recruits who set out 40 years ago in 
their youth to see their heroes play 
at many old ramshackle grounds 
and on trips that showed no signs of 
glory seeking.” 

Thomas is organising a trip to Old 
Trafford on April 15 for United’s 
league game against Aston Villa. 

“We will be going via the old route 
through Andover, Ludgershall and 
stopping at Cricklade & 
Cheltenham for eats and drinks 
before hitting the M5 and then 
Mecca,” explained Thomas. 

“So to ANYONE who I haven’t 
been able to contact and who 
remembers catching the bus in the 
70s and would like to make the trip 
again, for possibly their last time 

Thomas can be contacted on 07779 
031060 or 023 8073 6367. 

“It promises to be a truly memo¬ 
rable day of bliss for you and any 
members of your long suffering 
family,” he added. 

Thomas recently found a brief¬ 
case full of details of games the 
Soton branch of the MUFC attended 
back in the 1970s. 

“Our first ever trip to Old 
Trafford in 1972 showed we went by 
minibus which we hired for £5.50,” 
he said. 

“We paid a driver £8.50 and the 


petrol was only £8.94 - £22.94 in 
total! 

“We soon progressed to coaches 
and when the FA ‘asked’ United to 
drop out of the First Division for a 
year, so we could give the second 
division clubs a lot of cash through 
the turnstiles, we duly obliged. 

“For our first game, at Leyton 
Orient, we paid £35 for a coach and 
all our tickets. 

“For each person the price was 
£9.50 total. One person couldn’t get 
into a semi pro local ground for that 
now. 

“In those days fans could meet up 
with players and share meals 
and/or drinks in the ground or at 
the motorway services. 


“United’s manager in the 70s, 
Tommy Docherty, was always will¬ 
ing to help fans meet the players. 

“At Fulham’s Craven Cottage I 
thought I’d lost my son - Jimi 
Thomas - prior to the game, but one 
of our lads pointed out Tommy had 
spotted Jimi and taken him onto 
the pitch with the players in their 
pre-match pitch inspection.” 

Thomas added: “Many long 
friendships developed among fans 
that still exist today up to 40 years 
on. 

“I only hope those days brought 
pleasure to those who attended. 

“Two lads, Wayne Mohr and Mick 
Short, saved up their school dinner 
money to pay to go on trips. 


“And Kev Toole, from Gosport, 
joined us in 1974 and has hardly 
missed a home game since then. 

“A lot of fans of high profile clubs 
- especially United - take stick for 
going to see their idols. 

“But in those long off days we had 
to leave at 6am, in the coal miners 
strikes times (2pm kick-offs) and 
that meant 3am get out of beds for 
those travelling up from 
Weymouth, for example and not 
getting back until midnight. 

“So it wasn’t all cocktails and 
prawn sarnies, more like bacon, 
beans and chips at the cafe we 
stopped off at in Cricklade on the 
way up to games and then a lager in 
the Vauxhall Inn, Cheltenham.”

Administration 
should mean 
relegation - Gus 


GUS Poyet wants clubs 
that go into administration 
to be relegated. 

He has no axe to grind 
with clubs like south coast 
rivals Portsmouth but the 
Albion chief insists a points 
deduction is not a big 
enough punishment. 

Pompey recently went 
into administration for the 
second time in as many 
years and were deducted 
ten points as a result. 

Port Vale, managed by 
former Albion boss Micky 
Adams, have gone into 
administration since, as 
have Scottish giants 
Glasgow Rangers. 

Poyet said: “I would be 
more severe with any club, 
because it is people that 
right or wrong are cheating 
the competition. 

“They try to spend what 
they don't have to see if 
they can get up and if they 
don’t they go into adminis¬ 
tration. 

“It shouldn’t be like that. 
For me categorically I 
would like the teams that 
get into that down, not ten 
points, down. 

“Then we will see how the 
teams are going to react 
and who is going to take 
responsibility. 

“That is the other point. 
Somebody needs to be 
responsible, because it is 
too easy. 

“I spend what I don’t 
have then if I don’t make it 
take points (deduction). 
Who pays? The people 
working at the club, the 
players, the manager. 

“I never see any chairman 
or anyone paying for a 
team going into administra¬ 
tion. I would like that, 
because I'm responsible 
when we lose. 

“I would like someone to 
take responsibility when 
they go into that situation. 

“I would go severe so that 
the game becomes a little 
bit fairer.We all play with 
the cards on the table, 
no-one trying to go to 
another level spending 
money you don’t have. 

“It is fair with the 
rest of the teams 
then who are try¬ 
ing to play fair 
with the money 
they’ve got.” 

Ports-mouth’s 
financial backer 
Vladimir 
Antonov 
passed the 
Football 
League’s 
owners and 
directors test, for¬ 
merly known as 
the ‘fit and proper 
person’s test’. 

The Russian’s 


Lithuania-based bank was 
subsequently placed into 
administration and he was 
accused of asset-stripping. 

Poyet, although not refer¬ 
ring specifically to 
Portsmouth’s case, 
believes stringent controls 
should be in place to make 
clubs and their owners 
more accountable for their 
spending. 

He said: “Somebody 
needs to control the money 
you’ve got, the money you 
spend and if you don’t 
achieve that you get pun¬ 
ished more severely and 
then there is responsibility. 

“If somebody wants to 
put money in from their 
pocket to buy Messi, they 
cannot then ask for that 
money back from a club 
that doesn’t have the 
money and would never 
have it. 

“I don’t think it is that 
complicated but there 
needs to be more control, 
because there is no control. 
Clubs are going into admin¬ 
istration too easily nowa¬ 
days and it shouldn’t hap¬ 
pen.” 

Poyet, in spite of his hard 
line approach, has sympa¬ 
thy for Portsmouth, particu¬ 
larly for club staff working 
behind the scenes. 

He said: “I wouldn’t like 
to be in their (Portsmouth’s) 
position. I was in adminis¬ 
tration at Leeds and it’s 
awful, terrible. The way I 
am as a person I try to con¬ 
nect with people, even at 
the offices. 

“You start seeing people 
losing their jobs quickly, 
one after the other. If I 
remember rightly, 50 per 
cent of the people working 
at Leeds at that time lost 
their jobs and it’s not nice. 
On top of that they take 
points from you, the players 
don’t get paid every now 
and then and you 
keep losing play¬ 
ers. 

“You need a 
miracle really. 

“It’s true that 
sometimes it 
makes you

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West Ham 
move ‘bad 
for fans’ 


WEST Ham’s bid to move to the 
Olympic Stadium is a “slap in the 
face” for their fans and their history, 
Leyton Orient chairman Barry Hearn 
claims. 

The Hammers yesterday lodged a 
bid to lease the Olympic Stadium for 
99 years after their original bid to 
move to the London 2012 showpiece 
collapsed last year following a num¬ 
ber of complaints. 

Leyton Orient originally bid for the 
stadium but withdrew their candida¬ 
cy yesterday, with Hearn arguing the 
arena, which will be converted to a 
60,000-seater ground following the 
Olympics, is not fit for football, main¬ 
ly due to the running track which 
organisers say must remain. 

The Hammers are confident they 
will be able to fill the stadium regu¬ 
larly and create a vibrant atmosphere 
to match the one they currently have 
at Upton Park, but Hearn thinks oth¬ 
erwise. 

“This represents a quantum change 
in the experience of a football punter 
and frankly it could be the 
demise of West 
Ham if they 
move there,” 

Hearn said. “It’s 
a huge slap in 
the face to their 
fans and their his¬ 
tory. 

“The stadium is 
a magnificent ath¬ 
letics stadium, a magnificent build¬ 
ing. It’s just not built for football. 

“It is designed for athletics. 

Football grounds have steep stands 
but this one doesn’t. The view from 
the lower tier is dreadful.” 

West Ham, currently third in the 
npower Championship, insist they 
will only move to Stratford if the sta¬ 
dium is converted in to a “world- 
class” ground after the Games. 

The club’s board are confident they 
have the ability to make the move 
financially viable due to their busi¬ 
ness acumen - even if the club are 
not promoted to the Barclays 
Premier League this season. 

Their commitment to keep the run¬ 
ning track has ensured they received 
the support of UK Athletics, with 
London having been awarded the 
2017 World Athletics Championships 

West Ham last night hit back at 
Hearn’s claims, saying in a state¬ 
ment: “While others spend their time 
speculating on our plans we are 
focusing only on the long-term pros¬ 
perity of our great club and how we 
can take it to the next level for the 
benefit of our loyal and deserving 
fans.”

ITCHEN are celebrating a 
Hampshire Sixth Form Colleges 
1st XI League and Cup double - 
for the second consecutive 
season! 

They retained the newly named 
Peter Munro Cup with a 2-1 win 
over Sparsholt - Itchen coming 
from behind at Solent University’s 
impressive Test Park complex with 
two headed goals from corners to 
repeat last season’s success, writes 
MIKE VIMPANY. 

Victory put the icing on the cake 
of another hugely successful season 
for the Bitterne-based college, who 
won the league championship for 
the fourth successive season, losing 
only one of their 15 league games 
and finishing nine points clear of 
Sparsholt. 

Itchen thrashed Sparsholt 6-1 in 
last season’s final, but there was 
never any likelihood of a repeat 
scoreline in a tough, uncompromis¬ 
ing niggling affair. For the most 
part, it wasn’t terribly pleasing on 
the eye and some way removed 
from Pele’s Beautiful Game. 

Osborne’s Budget 

Sparsholt are, to all intents and 
purposes, Salisbury City’s academy 
side; one which is on the brink of 
winning the South West Counties 
Under-18 Youth League, and even 
though they took a second-half lead 
through Hayes Thomas, they were 
to finish Colleges’ bridesmaids once 
again. 

There was arguably more enter¬ 
tainment in George Osborne’s 
Budget proposals than there was in 
a stop-go first half, punctuated by 
yellow cards with referee Steve 


Curry’s work rate as high as the 
players’. 

The opening 45 minutes pro¬ 
duced just one shot on goal - 
Itchen’s Ross Casey eventually 
grabbing the ball after it had 
bounced nastily in front of him in 
the six-yard box. 

The cup final desperately needed a 
goal and it eventually came on the 
hour-mark, with Sparsholt taking 
the lead. 


Toby McCauley hoisted a free kick 
into the Itchen penalty area and, in 
a mix-up in the Itchen defence, 
keeper Casey called but failed to 
reach the ball which fell into the 
path of Thomas, who headed it back 
into an unguarded net from outside 
the box. It was no mean header - 
and a goal the game desperately 
needed. 

Itchen had not managed to find 
much rhythm to their play, but 


inside five minutes they were on 
level terms. Sparsholt’s marking 
from a left-side corner by Ryan 
Lewis was woeful and McCauley 
contrived to head into his own 
goal. 

The game was unquestionably 
better for the goals and opened up 
for Isaac McLean to go close for 
Itchen and Michael Fahm to head 
over Casey’s bar at the opposite 
end. 


Six minutes from time Itchen got 
their winner - and once again 
Sparsholt’s marking went AWOL 
from a corner. 

It was a carbon copy of their 
equaliser - Lewis delivering the 
kick and Callum Oliver enjoying 
the freedom to head Itchen’s win¬ 
ner. 

Cue mass celebrations and one leg 
of a memorable cup-winning after¬ 
noon for Itchen Sixth Form College.

Anderson 
turns up 
heat on 
KP&co 

JAMES Anderson has told England's 
batsmen they have “a point to prove” in 
Sri Lanka. 

The England batting line-up has been 
instrumental in the team’s surge to num¬ 
ber one in the Test rankings but, after 
two years of consistent run scoring 
throughout the top seven, they came 
unstuck spectacularly in the recent 
series against Pakistan. 

England were routed 3-0 in the United 
Arab Emirates as Pakistan, led by spin¬ 
ners Saeed Ajmal and Abdur Rehman, 
bowled Andrew Strauss’ side out six 
times for less than 260. 

Things have already looked better at 
the start of this trip, with first-class cen¬ 
turies from Alastair Cook, Andrew 
Strauss and Jonathan Trott. 

There were also fifties from Matt Prior, 
Samit Patel, Ravi Bopara and former 
Hampshire player Kevin 
Pietersen, right, as the 
tourists chased down a 
fourth-innings target of 
359 against Sri 
Lanka’s Development 
XI. 

“They obviously have 
a point to prove,” said 
Anderson after England 
trained for the first time 
Galle ahead of Monday’s Test. 

“The way we batted in our second 
innings of the last warm-up game was 
fantastic. We chased down a really high 
score in not many overs and we can 
take a lot of confidence from that. 

“All of our top six or seven have had a 
good hit in the middle on this trip and 
hopefully they can start well on 
Monday.” 

The issue that will be taxing Strauss 
and team director Andy Flower most in 
the build-up to the match is the number 
six position. 

Bopara was the clear favourite to 
replace the axed Eoin Morgan, not least 
because his useful medium-pacers 
offered England another bowling option 
in unforgiving physical conditions. 

Anderson and new ball partner Stuart 
Broad will be unable to settle in for 
lengthy spells in this heat and Essex all- 
rounder Bopara was seen as the ideal 
relief bowler. 

But he is suffering with a side injury 
and is not fit to bowl in the series. 

He may still play as a specialist bats¬ 
men, but will now face increased pres¬ 
sure from Patel and Tim Bresnan. 

Patel’s batting is of a similar level to 
Bopara’s and his left-arm spin could 
make him an attractive option as 
England seek to lighten the load on their 
attack. 

Anderson admits there is a dilemma. 

“It is going to be a difficult decision 
obviously, with Ravi not being able to 
bowl,” said Anderson. 

“It’s always difficult going in with just 
two seamers and two spinners and not 
having that fifth bowling option. 

“It’s slightly different for seamers here 
because in this heat the spells will be 
shorter than we’re used to. 

“Sri Lanka is probably a place where it 
is easy to leak runs and that’s something 
we’re well aware of. Hopefully it’s some¬ 
thing we can combat. 

“Obviously Trotty and KP can bowl a 
few overs but the decision the selectors 
have to make is whether they want that 
fifth bowler to be someone who is more 
capable with the ball.”

NERVOUS WAIT FOR POOH 


POOLE Town vice-chairman Chris 
Reeves has called for “common 
sense” from the FA ahead of the 
club’s imminent second ground grad¬ 
ing inspection. 

The club’s Tatnam HQ needs to achieve 
the FA’s ‘D grade’ by the end of March for 
the club to continue competing in the 
Southern League next season and gain 
access to the play-offs this term, writes 
ANDY MITCHELL. 

Chiefs from Wembley, who are set to 
visit Tatnam on Wednesday, told 
Dolphins they needed development on 
two sides of the stadium, resulting in the 
new £12,000 stand that provides cover for 
100 people behind the goal at the club¬ 
house end of the ground. 

The biggest remaining concern is along¬ 


side the side that joins the school field, 
where Poole officials have laid down rub¬ 
ber matting and temporary plastic floor¬ 
ing during the season. 

For the D grade, FA guidelines state: 
“Any level surface within the ground 
should ideally be hard standing, such as 
asphalt, concrete, concrete paving or 
other approved materials which create a 
bound surface. However, flat and well 
maintained grassed areas may be accept¬ 
ed.” 

With the club funding the walkway for 
the popular area of the stadium, Reeves 
hopes the path will get the green light. 

The Dolphins chief said: “We have told 
the FA what we have done and sent them 
detailed specifications of the material and 
photographs, so we are confident. 

“The school needs the full field in the 


summer so we can’t put concrete down - 
whatever we put down for the nine 
months of the season we have to take up 
for the summer, but we are confident the 
FA will be happy. 

“In addition, there is thick, solid rubber 
matting which, until recently, we under¬ 
stood was acceptable, so we have got two 
layers of quasi hard-standing. 

“If that is not good enough I would be 
very frustrated. 

“What we have put down protects 
everyone from muddy grass - it is secure 
and solid so we are hopeful it will be 
okay.” 

If the path is rejected, Dolphins would 
be forced to run with a three-sided 
ground, which would still pass the D 
grade, meeting the capacity criteria of 
1,300.

My Life as a Hooker, 
By Steven Gauge

Those tell-tale signs of males experi¬ 
encing a midlife crisis may be sniggered 
at almost every day. 

Acquiring a convertible car is the clas¬ 
sic forty-something reaction to greying 
hair and an aching back. 

Generally bought as an “investment” 
(highly unlikely unless the buyer has 
spent over £300,000), it is often accom¬ 
panied by a new blonde companion who 
stays in tow until she belatedly discov¬ 
ers said forty-something’s varicose 
veins. 

There’s a raft of other indications: 
dyed hair, pierced ears, even tattoos 
and the adaptation of a more ‘youthful’ 
wardrobe. 

Onlookers must stifle their laughter as 
one imagines Steve Gauge did when, 
faced with what he suspected was his 
own approaching midlife crisis. 

He decided to take up rugby instead. 

It was a brave move by a man who 
last donned his rugby kit at school, 
especially as he wasn’t particularly suc¬ 
cessful at it. 

But thankfully, Gauge has submitted 
his midlife experiences to paper and 
come up with an entertaining meander 
through rugby clubs, drinking and, of 
course, rugby tours. 

This is not heavyweight literature, but 
a breezy, 
often witty 
account of 
one man’s 
desire to do 
something dif¬ 
ferent and 
reject the 
notion that 
just because 
you’re getting 
on a bit, it 
doesn’t mean 
you’re quite ready for a Zimmer frame. 

Why rugby? 

The author gives a decent enough rea¬ 
son: “When life becomes a bit compli¬ 
cated - work, relationships, money, chil¬ 
dren, you know the sort of thing - play¬ 
ing rugby is a great way to clear the 
head. It forces you to stop re-circling, 
recycling and regurgitating the everyday 
niggles of life in your mind and just deal 
with the basic physical reality of staying 
alive on the pitch.” 

My Life as a Hooker is littered with 
blokish anecdotes - a favourite is the full 
back who turned up to play for the 
fourth XV having told his wife he was 
popping out for potatoes. 

He played, bought the spuds and went 
back home to cook dinner. 

“Rolling around in the mud with a 
bunch of beer-swilling reprobates has,” 
concludes Gauge, “turned out to be an 
enormously pleasurable experience and 
brought a broad smile to an otherwise 
grumpy face.”
